HE little wards of the day nurs- 
Te of Neighborhood House who 
are left there while their moth- 
ers go Out to work, are receiving a 
training many other children in 
better circumstances might orofit 
by. 

Without minimizing the material 
advantages of the new settiement 
house recently completed at Nine- 
teenth-and Wash streets, its spa- 
cious recreation rooms, roof gar- 
dens, work shops, club roon.s and 
other facilities responding to the 
social needs of the congested 
neighborhood, these are mere ac- 
cessories to the main purpose of 
the institution as a character build- 
ing agency. 

t is a pet idea of Louis Harnish, 
managing director, who with his 
staff live in the building so as to 
be at all times in touch with the 
neighBors, that character building 
cannot begin too early in the lLfe 
of a child; that in many cases it 
may begin too late to io much 
good. To this end children Jett 
in the day mursery are provited 
with something more than mere 
food, shelter, amusement and pro- 
tection. 

Systematically, in wo-operation 
with other child welfare agencies, 
in the city who first examine each 
child as to its mental anc physical 
traits and tendencies, it is seen to 
by earnest social workers, makirg 
this their life work, that cach child 
is directed into habits that will 
lead to good conduct and behavior 
in after-life. 

OST children adapt themselves 

gratefully to quiet, order- 

ly. healthful regime and disci- 
pline and respond to the teaching, 
but are “problem children” 
in the group who require special 
uncerstanding and corrective treat- 
ment.
